Father Tighe Speaks 
On “Mission Crusade” 

Assistant Pastor at Visitation Church 
Urges Reorganization 

The Reverend Arthur Tighe, one of 
the assistant pastors of the Visitation 
Church and widely known missionary 
worker, delivered a lecture to the stu- 
dent body of St. Teresa in the school 
auditorium Wednesday, October 19, at 
2:50 o’clock. His subject was “The 
Catholic Student’s Mission Crusade.” 

Father Tighe gave a brief history 
of missionary activity from the days 
of Christ until the present time, re- 
calling the accomplishment of the 
first noble Christians who undertook 
the supreme task of converting a pa- 
gan world, of those devout enthusi- 
asts who century after century in 
every nation carried on the crusade, 
and finally of those today who be- 
come true missionaries, either by de- 
voting a life to this work, or by aid- 
ing it through membership in the Mis- 
sion Crusade. 

This Crusade, he said, is organized 
in Catholic institutions of learning 
throughout the world for the simple 
purpose of helping the missions in 
every possible way. Each student- 
member pays an annual fee of 25 
cents and pledges himself to further 
the work by collecting money, old 
clothes, and all sorts of literature to 
send to the missions, and by interest- 
ing others in the same project. 

Father Tighe praised the work of 
the mission unit which flourished at 
St. Teresa several years ago, and 
urged the students to unite in re-es- 
tablishing a center here. He I'ecom- 
mended to their special aid a friend 
of his, a missionary priest in China, 
who is in dire need of supplies. 

This lecture was sponsored by the 
Sodality of the school. Mission activ- 
ity this year will be conducted by this 
organization. 
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Our Lady , Quee/i of the Home 

On Saturday, November 19, the universal Church cele- 
brated the Feast of Our Lady of Divine Providence, and 
on that day the Church in the United States especially 
honored Our Lady of Providence as Queen of the Home. 

Family life is the prop of the state and as such its 
safety and well-being are essential to the nation. These 
thousands of Catholics who implore Mary as Queen of 
their Homes to sanctify them and to check the influences 
undermining family life in their country are supporting 
the state more vitally than is widely appreciated. 

The devotion to Our Lady of Providence as Queen of 
the Home arose from the veneration of a celebrated 
picture of the Madonna and the Child, painted by Gae- 
tano in 1580. Soon after its painting this exquisite 
Madonna was taken into the keeping of the Barnabite 
Monastery at Rome, where it was hidden for many years. 
But a devout Superior of this Order was inspired to 
take the painting from its seclusion and build a simple 
shrine where all might honor Our Lady of Providence. 
So marvelous has been its results, so numerous its 
miracles, that it has become a devotion enriched by many 
Popes with the greatest spiritual privileges. 

In America, headquarters for the devotion were estab- 
lished at the motherhouse of the Sisters of Providence 
at St. Mary-of-the-Woods in Indiana. Since then many 
shrines and movements have been inaugurated in numer- 
ous universities and seminaries of Catholic education. 

This glorious Feast of Mary is closely followed by 
another equally glorious one, that of Her Presentation 
on November 21. A notice of appreciation for the St. 
Teresa S. M. C. co-operation in missionary endeavor was 
recently received from the Maryknoll Mission Education 
Department. It called attention to the fact that this 
day, November 21, also marks the birthday of Blessed 
Theophane Venard, a zealous patron of missionaries and 
of religious vocations.

Student Government 

Once again Student Government activities for the 
year have been resumed by the pupils of St. Teresa 
Academy. This organization, which has for its purpose 
the government of the students by the students, is one 
of the most important factors in school life because it 
teaches independence and self-reliance. Since its organi- 
zation, all school activities have been directed by the 
Student Government, under the supervision of the Fac- 
ulty, in accordance with the laws of the Constitution, 
which contains rules and regulations providing for all 
situations which arise during the course of the school 
year. Every student ought to take a personal interest 
in the efficient government of the student body, and to 
co-operate fully with the officers in an effort to maintain 
a high standard of social and scholastic rating. 

Elections of Student Government officers for the fol- 
lowing year are held at the close of the second semester. 
Only those are eligible for office who have a constantly 
high average in their studies. All elections are subject 
to the approval of the Faculty. Candidates for the 
presidency must have attended St. Teresa Academy for 
the entire high school course. An officer in the Student 
Government may not hold an office in any other school 
organization. 

Among the activities sponsored by this organization 
are the regular Student Government meetings, held every 
Tuesday, and the general assembly programs, held on 
the last Friday of each month. 

Every student is a member, and it is hoped that all 
will strive to keep the Student Government of St. Teresa 
up to its present high standard.

The I. F. C. A. 

“An outstanding organization” is a phrase that has 
become a platitude, but it is a phrase adequately descrip- 
tive of the International Federation of Catholic Alumnae, 
an association o f noble principles, aspirations, and 
actions. 

The association aims to bind the individual member 
to her Alma Mater and to federate the alumnae associa- 
tions of various Catholic schools. 

The structure of the Federation is similar to that of 
the nation in which it exists. There is a chapter in 
each state and province with a governor and subordinate 



Why? 

“Why?” seems to be the most prevalent question 
asked by some people. This is extremely irritating, but 
sometimes much information is gained by this trouble- 
some question. Therefore, it was with great interest 
that I read an article entitled, “Why?” 

Why do we count in tens? This is a very good ques- 
tion, for it would be much more convenient to count in 
twelves. It is possible that we shall do this some day, 
for the simple reason that ten can only be evenly divided 
by two figures, while twelve can be evenly divided by 
four figures. We have already made a beginning, by 
counting twelve inches in a foot, and twelve articles in 
a dozen; but we usually count in tens, simply because 
our ancestors have always done so. Perhaps it is quite 
natural, though, since we all learned to count on our 
fingers. And do we not all have ten fingers? 

Why do onions make our eyes water? Our eyes are 
really watering all the time, since we are constantly 
producing tears that pass over the eyeball. For this 
reason we wink at short intervals, and new tears are 
carried over the eyeball while the others escape into 
the nose. But, strangely, we do not refer to this when 
we say our eyes are watering. It is only when the tears 
form so quickly that they cannot escape into the nose, 
and as a result, form tears that fall from the eyes, that 
we say our eyes are watering. Now onions, by giving 
off a certain something into the air, excite certain nerves 
of the nose and eyes, to such an extent that the tear 
glands increase heir flow. This forming of tears serves 
an excellent purpose, for it protects the eyelids and the 
eyeball and keeps them from smarting severely. 

Why do houses seem crooked when we look at a street 
fire? Light is always bent in some degree by the vari- 
ous things through which it passes. You may have 
noticed that a stick, half in water, seems to be bent. 
Warmth also has its effect on the air. Since warm air 
is less dense than cold air, when light passes from one 
to the other, its path is more or less bent. For this 
reason, when we look at the houses through the hot 
gases that rise from a watch-fire, the light, as it travels 
from the houses to our eyes, is bent in passing through 
the cold air, warm air, and cold air again.

“TUDOR SUNSET” 
Mrs. Wilford Ward. 



“Tudor Sunset” is an historical 
novel of the time when Queen Eliz- 
abeth was drawing near to death and 
writhing in the agonies of flesh and 
soul. Elizabeth is no lovely person. 
Whatever the textbooks and histories 
have said in her favor as a woman is 
thoroughly negatived by the history 
of our times. 

A key to Mrs. Ward’s novel is fur- 
nished by a charming letter to Alfred 
Noyes, which serves as a preface and 
a dedication. In this she stresses the 
quality of the martyrs , their merri- 
ment, their courage and patriotism, 
and above that their entire conviction 
that they were dying for their reli- 
gion and God and for no other reason. 

“Tudor Sunset” is primarily a ro- 
mance; it is the story of the love of 
Meg Scrope and Dick Whitlock. As 
Meg, the maid-of-honor to Queen 
Elizabeth, was a Catholic, her life at 
court was precarious. Captain Whit- 
lock was a poet, untroubled by reli- 
gion until his conversion by John 
Rigby. About the lives of these two 
young people, the intimate details of 
the Court of Elizabeth during her last 
three years are accurately and dra- 
matically reconstructed. 

This is a historical novel, not of 
fiction but of authenticated fact. 
“Tudor Sunset” gives the old facts 
which the old history chose to conceal. 



“PAGEANT OF LIFE” 

Owen Francis Dudley 

Those who have read “Will Men Be 
Like Gods,” “Shadow On the Earth,” 
and “The Masterful Monk,” will be 
deeply interested in the latest addi- 
tion to the series. “Pageant of Life” 
may well be regarded as another pil- 
lar upholding the fame of Owen Fran- 
cis Dudley’s justly acquired literary 
reputation. Here Father Dudley an- 
alyzes the social shame which seems 
to appear too frequently in the human 
mind in connection with moral deci- 
sions concerning conversion to the 
Catholic Church and its truths. We 
see a typical young Englishman strug- 
gling against a psychological condi- 
tion which makes him fear everything 
religious. This mental situation itself 
is somewhat unusual, but the spiritual 
battle is universal. 

The book as a novel presents a 
rather pleasant story of Cyril Rodney, 
June Campion, his sweetheart, and 
their friend, Anselm Thornton. Inci- 
dentally in Anselm Thornton we rec- 
ognize the man whom we already 
know as the masterful monk, Brother 
Anselm. 

As to style, all that we can say is 
that “Pageant of Life” is a worthy 
companion volume to “The Masterful 
Monk,” which the literary world ap- 
plauds as an adequate description of 
topics thoroughly Christian and Cath- 
olic. 

But no better commentary can be 
made of the purpose of the book than 
that which is given in the author’s 
note: 

“In Pageant of Life, I have endeav- 
ored to present, in addition to the hu- 
man interest of the happenings relat- 
ed, an antithesis to that modern cow- 
ardice which manifests itself in the 
vogue for the vague and non-commit- 
tal; the convenient dilettantism which 
questions everything, holds nothing, 
and funks the hard facts of truth. If 
my antithesis appears violent, it is 
unavoidably so; for violence is the in- 
evitable accompaniment of an act of 
moral heroism such as I have de- 
scribed.”
